*Sickle’s brother, *Pharamond II, likewise has been notably successful in the United States, 
and his half-brother, Hyperion, is not only England’s greatest living sire but one of the 
greatest England has produced. Back to Bend Or through the successive steps of *Sickle, 
Phalaris, Polymelus, Cyllene and Bona Vista, BLESS ME has an ancestry rich in outstanding 


successful sires.

BLESS ME traces in tail female line to *Macaroon, one of the foundation mares of Mr. | 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stud, thence back to a mare by Matchem of a family which has | 
roduced for Mr. Bradley such stakes winning mares as Batter Cake, Baba Kenny, Bee | 
ac, Beanie M. and Betty Beall. *Macaroon’s daughter, Batter Cake, won the Cincinnati 
Trophy at two and was half-sister to Betty Beall, who is the dam of Baba Kenny and Beanie 
M., both of whom won the Matron and other stakes. (Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes | 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga | 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her | 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and the outstanding 1944 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest ‘tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. 


RACING PERFORMANCE 


BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won | 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- | 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he | 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: | 
“Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 

inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 

back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” | 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:374%. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:374;. He won a three-quarter race at | 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:1125, and was second, beaten a neck | 
in Jerome Handicap, giving the winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in | 
1:36 25. 

While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk | 

Downs in 1:49%5, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:0945 and 1:3546. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 1’ miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying to 
weight, 34 in 1:10%5, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to “a 
of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:43!5 for a mile and five-eighths. 
BEST SELLER was three times first and four times second in his eight starts at three. At four, he 
won the Governor’s Handicap under top weight of 126 pounds, won the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 
Park in 1:36, won the Skokie Handicap at Arlington Park under 120 pounds, mile in 1:3755, and won the 
Motor City Handicap at Detroit. He was second to Marriage, beaten only a nose, in the Col. Alger 
Memorial Handicap in time that was but two-fifths off the track record, and in the Widener Handicap 
| the same year he was beaten only a head by The Rhymer after fighting off consecutive challenges from 
such horses as Dit, Attention and Mioland. Behind him also were Our Boots, Alsab, Challedon, Market 
| Wise, Pictor, in fact nearly all the top handicap horses of that time. Best Seller led from the start and

| the pace and beating such horses at Rosetown, Boysy, Third Degree and Can’t Wait. He also was sec- 
| ond in the Clang Handicap and third in the Hawthor ne Handicap. At five, Best Seller won the Churchill 
Downs Handicap, again won the Equipoise Mile, beating the best horses in the country, including 
Thumbs Up, *Rounders, Whirlaway, Marriage and others. At five he also won the Governor's Handicap 
for the second time, and he was second to the superlative mudder, Shot Put, in the Kentucky Handicap 
on a muddy track. He was also second under top weight in the Lincoln Handicap.

BLUE LARKSPUR, as the records show, was one of America’s top race horses of all time, and as a 
stallion has won an enduring place in breeding annals. His get have won approximately $1, 250,000. A 
number of the top horses of the past decade have been his sons or daughters or grandsons and grand- 
daughters.

BLOODLINES—Halcyon is one of the best bred American Stud Book Sires alive today, He rep- 
resents the Male Line of *Bonnie Scotland, and is typical of that breed of horses in conformation, racing 
ability and courage. This is the hardiest breed of horses in America today. Its forte is middle distance. 


Halcyon combines the best bloodlines of the C. V. Whitney Farm, which are abundant in all the ' 
Whitney mares. In addition to being the foundation blood of the Whitney Farm, it is also playing an \ 
important part in other breeding establishments, such as the Wheatley Stable, Calumet, Circle M Farm 
| and many others. These bloodlines are Broomstick, Peter Pan, Hamburg and *Meddler. 

Broomstick was a son of Ben Brush, who was filled with the best blood of the American Stud Book, 
which came through his dam. This is the blood of Lexington, *Glencoe, *Diomed, *Snark, *Leviathan, 
and our foundation sons and grandsons of the Godolphin Arabian. Broomstick very much resembled in 
type and racing ability his sire Ben Brush, and Halcyen is the image of Broomstick. 


Broomstick was 3 times leading sire, twice leading broodmare sire, and got a higher percentage of 
stakes winners than any other horse in modern American history, namely 24%. He sired the winners of 
$2,648,255, and the average earnings of his foals was $9,526.

| Peter Pan who sired the dam of Halcyon was by Commando, son of Domino. Domino was filled with i 
| the same American blood that Ben Brush carried through his dam, and Commando’s dam though by the \ 
Australian horse *Darebin, was intensely inbred from the second dam back, to the great horses and 
the great mares of the American Stud Book. 


Hamburg comes into the pedigree through Burgomaster, sire of Polly Flinders, the second dam of 
Halcyon. Burgomaster was the best son of Hamburg and Hamburg was the best son of Hanover. Han- 
over was by Hindoo, grandson of Vandal, the best son of *Glencoe. In female line Vandal came from } 
Lexington’s family. Hanover was inbred to Vandal, his second dam being by that great horse. | 


Hamburg’s second dam was the dam of Domino, and Burgomaster’s dam was by the Kentucky Derby } 
winner Riley. It’s interesting to note the intense inbreeding in the pedigree of Burgomaster to Lexing- | 
ton and the great mare Reel by *Glencoe. Mannie Gray, the dam of Domino, was out of Lizzie G. by War 
Dance. War Dance was a son of Lexington and Reel. The dam of Lizzie G. was by Lecompte, who / 
was by Boston (sire of Lexington) out of Reel. 


Burgomaster’s dam was Hurley Burley by Riley. Riley was by Longfellow out of Geneva by 
War Dance (by Lexington). Longfellow’s dam was incestuously inbred to *Diomed, and Lexington had 
three crosses of that great Patriarch of the American Stud Book. 

The other Whitney blood in the pedigree of Halcyon, is that of *Meddler, which has proven its 
value on the race courses of this country and Europe for 40 years. 

Haleyon’s dam, Prudery, was a first-class race filly, winning many stakes at two and three, in- 
cluding the Spinaway, the Miller, and the Alabama Stakes, for a total of $47,625. She was beaten a head 
in the rich Hopeful Stakes and in the Kentucky Oaks. Prudery had but 5 foals, dying at the age of 12 
years. Her produce won a total of $407,220. Victorian won $253,425, and died after four successful stud 
seasons, in which he got the good horses He Did and Can’t Wait. Prudery also foaled Whiskery, win- } 
ner of the Kentucky Derby and $108,565; and Halcyon, winner of $45,230. Halcyon was three-fourths 
brother to the other two. 


Polly Flinders, the second dam of Halcyon, was an exceilent producer. In addition to Prudery, she 
threw Prudish, winner of the Coaching Club American Oaks, and then a very successful broodmare. 
Polly Flinders also is dam of Macaw, full brother to Prudery. Macaw was a stakes winner of $56,650, 
a successful sire and broodmare sire.. Polly Flinders had several other daughters who became good 
producers. 

Slippers, the third dam of Halcyon, was half-sister to the Belmont winner Hastings, a leading sire 
and sire of Fair Play—also to the Kentucky Derby winner Plaudit, sire of King James, winner of over 
$100,000, and sire of Spur, he the grandsire of Questionnaire. 


Halcyon’s fourth dam was *Cinderella by Blue Ruin or Tomahawk, and she is one of the important 
mares in the American Stud Book. *Cinderella’s third dam was Lollypop, dam of the important sire 
Sweetmeat, who sired Macaroni. Lollypop was by Voltaire by Blacklock, out of Belinda by Blacklock. 
Both Voltaire and Belinda were important animals in the General Stud Book. This is a family noted 
for its important sires. ) 


RACING RECORD—Halcyon was an iron horse, raced for 5 seasons, starting 84 times. He won 17 
races, was second in 19, third in 13, for a total of $45,200. His_best distance was a mile and an eighth 
or under, and he had speed equal to any horse of his time. He won the following handicaps in the 
Metropolitan area—the Helpful Stakes, Queens County Handicap (twice), Continental, Jamaica, Bay 
Shore and Pierrepont Handicaps. He was second in the Interborough Handicap (twice), Montague Han- 
dicap (twice), Arverne, Fall Highweight. Yorktown and Carter Handicaps. He was third in the 
Jerome, Speed, Knickerbocker, Yonkers, Fall Highweight and Continental Handicaps. 


STUD RECORD. Halcyon was an immediate success at stud. In his first crop, 5 foals, he had 4 
winners, including the stakes winner Sweet Patrice (12 wins, 11 times second, 4 times third, ‘and 
$22,370). She now is a broodmare in Louis B. Mayer’s stud. 

This season (through racing of Nov. 29), Halcyon has had out 38 winners of $106.650 in first monies 
alone. Halcyon’s get to date have won yee A $700,000. Haleyon has sired the stakes winners 
Parasang, Sweet Patrice, Syl’s Jimmy, Small World, Grey Wing, Kingfisher, Emolument, Dove Shoot, 
Seamanlike and Halcyon Boy. 


Halcyon has endowed his get to a remarkable degree with precocity having a very high percen- | 
tage of two-year-old winners. He has endowed them with his durability, many of his get racing at 8 | 
and 9 years, and he has endowed them with his speed—Parasang, for example, being one of the fastest | 
horses of recent years, defeating Foxbrough, Fenelon, Devil Diver, *Rounders, etc., and setting a new | 
track record at 8 this season. Parasang has won 28 races and $85,000. 

Grey Days, by Halcyon, has won 9 races, including two stakes this season, and a total of 20 races } 
in 3 seasons. Jack Horner has won 22 races, Alhalon 27, and, thus, the story goes as to the durability 
of Halcyon’s get. His 2-year-old_ filly, Hal’s Favorite, equaled the track record in her first start. Other

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Hollywood Chitchat 


E note, from one of Ted Williams’ advertise- 

ments on behalf of J. H. Ryan’s handsome 
stallion *Reading II, that Hollywood “has a pic- 
ture coming up called ‘My Brother Who Talked 
to Horses.’” This is taken, no doubt, from the 
yarn published last year by the Reader’s Digest, 
which held a perfectly solemn face while it told 
the story of a California youngster who, until he 
was 16 years old, could tell which horse was going 
to win a race because the horse could tell him. If 
the horse which said he was going to win failed 
to do so, the boy would explain the discrepancy 
between expectation and results in the same terms 
which have been used by 843,715,010 losing bet- 
tors, to wit, “The jockey pulled him.” 

This is colossal material for a movie. We take 
it for granted that it will be done as an animated 
cartoon, as this is the medium for such material. 

Perhaps we are a little prejudiced in favor of 
the animated cartoon. It is our custom, whenever 
we see one, to go into such convulsions of laughter 
that we tear up three or four rows of seats in 
order to make room to roll on the floor. If this 
talking horse business comes out plain, with peo- 
ple like Humphrey Bogart and George Raft doing 
the dirty work, we shall be confined to gnawing 
quietly on the back of the seat just ahead, or run- 
ning out into the aisle occasionally for another 
bite of the rug. 


There is another very good plot that Hollywood 
might like to have. Red Smith, of the New York 
Herald-Tribune, was telling it to a bunch of us 
one night out in Los Angeles, and we have since 
verified it by equally reliable witnesses. 

The specially appealing thing about this little 
episode—beg pardon, this crashing cavalcade of 
destiny—is that only the movies could do it full 
justice. 

It seems that a man by the name of McArthur 
—no relation to the general; this was an R. McR. 
McArthur, who had a drygoods store at a little 
community not far from Jeffersonville, Ind.—it 
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seems that this McArthur was at Churchill Downs 
one day. He had gone to Louisville to do some 
buying and, having finished his business, had part 
of an afternoon left for the races. He did not 
go to the races often and paid little attention to 
the form of horses, and he did not care, on this 
occasion, to use up his time studying the Racing 
Form. Thus he was at a loss as to how to select 
a horse to bet on. While he pondered in inde- 
cision the starters in the next race were being led 
around in the paddock, and McArthur was star- 
tled to note that one of them winked at him. 

This struck him as most peculiar and was 
enough to cause him to note the same horse with 
particular interest the next time he passed. “I 
wonder,” he said to himself, “if that horse could 
have meant that I should bet on him?” The 
horse, hearing his mumbled wondering as he came 
near, nodded his head slowly—like this. 

Nothing like that had ever happened to McAr- 
thur before, and he was at first quite incredulous. 
But, since he had no better information, and since, 
in fact, he could not imagine a better source of 
information, unless the animal was kidding, he de- 
cided to pursue the matter further. When the 
horse passed again McArthur said, in an under- 
tone, so as to not let others in on a good thing, 
“How much?” and held up two fingers. The horse 
shook his head slowly—like this. McArthur held 
up five fingers. The horse nodded yes. Next time 
round he leaned over the fence and whispered, 
“Five dollars?”’ The horse shook his head. “Not 
five hundred!” Here an impressive and very 
positive nod. 

Well, to make a long story short before we get 
to the end of the page, McArthur finally went and 
bet his $500 on Sterling—for that was the horse’s 
name—at better than 7 to 1. Sterling got up in 
a rousing stretch run to finish second, five lengths 
behind the winner. As he came back to the 
stands, poor McArthur leaned over the rail and 
practically shouted, “What happened to you?” 
Sterling shrugged his shoulders—like this—as if 
to say, “Just one of those things,” and went on 
back to his stable.

It’s Time to Swat 
The Jersey Act 


The Odour of the Rosebery 


N his address to the English Thoroughbred 

Breeders Association at Newmarket on Decem- 
ber 4, Lord Rosebery, Chairman of the Jockey 
Club of England, dropped this gem in praise of 
the stud of Lord Derby: 


You will not find in his stud even animals that 
were admitted to the Stud Book for some reason or 
other in years gone by, but which would not be ad- 
mitted now. 


As a onetime English instructor I deplore the 
sentence structure, and as one interested in Amer- 
ican breeding I very much resent the thought. 
Those animals which were admitted “for some 
reason or other” are, in the main, animals carry- 
ing bloodlines from the American Stud Book, once 
sportingly admitted to the General Stud Book, 
but refused since 1913, when the Empire trade 
reared its head. It may be assumed that as long 
as Lord Rosebery dominates the thinking of the 
English authorities, no change will be made. It 
isn’t entirely fair to saddle this on one man; 
across the Atlantic there comes no clamor from 
anyone else in English breeding who advocates 
the rescission of the Jersey Act. 

If American breeders stand still any longer 
under this discriminatory passage, then they are 
just as thoroughly dopes as the English think 
they are. The solution does not lie across the 
water; it can be arrived at here. Every conceiv- 
able effort, friendly and abusive, has been made 
to eradicate the Jersey Act from the conditions of 
the General Stud Book, utterly without avail. 
They have been, in great part, ignored with the 
bland urbanity of which English statecraft is the 
acknowledged master. The howling has done no 
good; it is time to bite. 

It has been suggested before in these columns 
that if The Jockey Club of New York would re- 
fuse registry to any animals from nations which 
did not acknowledge reciprocally the American 
Stud Book, the action would destroy utterly Eng- 
land’s principal market for Thoroughbred stock. 
If The Jockey Club would make overtures to the 
proprietors of the stud books of South America, 
France, Australia, and other countries for re- 
ciprocal acknowledgment, it would go far toward 
opening world trade in Thoroughbreds. If The 
Jockey Club, in still plainer words, would go to 
bat for American breeders, it could end the diffi- 
culty in a few years. 

Frankly there is no expectation that The 
Jockey Club, on receipt of these remarks, will pro- 
ceed at once to passage of the necessary legisla- 
tion. But American breeders might move even

Variations on the Same Theme 


HIS correspondent got cut off in the midst of 

his meditations last week by the fact that 
THE BLoopD-HorSE had to go to press, and, well, it 
was the day after New Year, and after all it 
would fit a page as it was. There will, however, 
be no refund. 

We were saying that those of us who like racing 
will not do it any lasting service by idealizing it 
and persuading ourselves that all’s well with the 
world. Those of us who like it as a sport had as 
well look pretty squarely at the fact that a good 
many things are going on that we would be better 
off without. Some of the wrong people have got 
in, and by this I do not mean people who cannot 
show five complete crosses in their pedigrees. 
There are too many handles on which reform 
groups could seize. 

Fortunately, racing has a considerable period 
of grace. The reform forces have signally failed 
to do much with this war, although personally I 
would prefer prohibition to some of this blended 
whiskey. In the post-war period, unless I am 
more than usually mistaken, the refrain is going 
to sound remarkably like “Anything Goes.” In 
fat times moralists grow fat about the ears. The 
Puritan conscience flourishes only on lean soil. It 
is unlikely that the enemies of racing can mount 
much of an attack for some years, for these ene- 
mies are not in themselves particularly numerous; 
to be effective they must recruit temporary sup- 
port from a great body of more or less neutral 
people, who oppose racing only when they feel 
that racing is not entirely on the level. 

If we use this grace period to clean racing up 
from the inside, everything will eventually come 
out all right. If we do not, we’re in for trouble 
and we will damned well deserve it. The new 
Division of Protection, activated by the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations, deserves the support of 
everyone who is interested in perpetuating the 
sport, and this does not mean merely rooting for 
it from the sidelines. There are a great many 
persons in racing who are afflicted with a disorder 
which I may charitably call lassitude—they mean 
well, but they don’t do anything. In normal times 
they form a block of conservative opinion that 
keeps racing from running off at tangents. But 
these aren’t normal times for racing, and just now 
conservative opinion is not quite up to par value. 

It was with considerable pleasure that this on- 
looker noted the re-election to the presidency of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of Henry 
A. Parr III, for Mr. Parr means business and he 
has a very clear-headed notion of what is going 
on. I do not know that the Division of Protection 
is his personal baby, but I do know that he has a 
most parental interest in it. Under his direction 
it will not confine itself to throwing seedy-looking 
persons off the race tracks, but will hunt consid- 
erably bigger game. In the process, I imagine, 
someone will get hurt. That will be fine.

Much had happened between October 20 at 
Hollywood Park and New Year’s Day at Santa 
Anita, but enough members of the estimated 
crowd of 60,000 at the Arcadia racing plant re- 
membered what had happened in the Hollywood 
Gold Cup to elect Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s entry of 
Sirde and Snow Boots the favorite over ten other 
capable horses in the San Carlos Handicap. In 
the Gold Cup, at 1% miles, Sirde, under high 
weight, set the pace and led well into the stretch 
before giving way to Challenge Me and Bull 
Reigh, with Challenge Me traveling the route in 
2:00%, just a fraction over Whisk Broom II’s dis- 
puted American record. It was the fastest time 
recorded for the distance in 1945 and Sirde, al- 
ready known as one of the speediest horses in 
America, picked up additional luster for his con- 
tribution to the pace. 

Either the crowd overlooked that Sirde hadn’t 
started since the Gold Cup, or else figured that 
Trainer C. A. Roles would have his horse sharp 
for the race; in any case the Rice entry was se- 
lected over Challenge Me, High Resolve, Bymea- 
bond, First Fiddle, Quick Reward, Bull Reigh, and 
other hardy contenders. The fast High Resolve 
was quickest away from the starting gate, fol- 
lowed by Lou-Bre, Bymeabond, Bull Reigh, Quick 
Reward; Sirde was seventh at the first call. 
Jockey Johnny Gilbert moved him up after five- 
sixteenths, had him on top at the head of the 
stretch, held the fast-closing First Fiddle safe in 
the final sixteenth. The time was 1:23, a second 
under the world record. The six furlongs was 
run in 1:09%. First Fiddle, which raced wide, 
gave nine pounds actual weight to the winner.

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“The Iceman” 
Dies in California 


FTER Jockey George Woolf had been riding 
for some years and had attained considerable 
financial success, someone asked him why he 
didn’t retire from the saddle. ‘Horses are in my 
blood,” he replied. “I'll be with ’em until I die.” 


Death took first call on George Woolf during 
the running of the fourth race at Santa Anita 
Park on January 3. The 36-year-old rider, for 
years one of the most accomplished jockeys on the 
American Turf, fell off W. W. Naylor’s Please 
Me, struck the ground head first, and did not 
regain consciousness before he died at 3:20 o’clock 
on the morning of January 4. Specialists who at- 
tended him at St. Luke’s Hospital at Pasadena 
said death resulted from brain concussion. Pa- 
trol Judge Herman Sharpe, stationed near the 
first turn, where the accident occurred, and 
Jockey Charley Corbett, riding in the race, both 
said Woolf had a snug hold on his mount, which 
stumbled and jerked the rider over his head. 
The horse did not fall, but continued around the 
track and finished first. Others believed that 
Woolf, who had been taking treatments for dia- 
betes and also had been reducing, perhaps had 
fainted and fallen from the saddle. 

With the racing public, Woolf’s presence on a 
horse was considered a guarantee that the animal 
would be given the best possible ride, and al- 
though he was aloof, and blunt in speech, he en- 
joyed the confidence of the man in the grandstand 
to a degree accorded comparatively few jockeys. 
His coolness during a race was legendary, and 
his knowledge of pace and ability to sit still on a 
horse until the split second of maximum opportu- 
nity earned him the nickname “Iceman.” An ex- 
ample of this came in the Hollywood Gold Cup of 
1938, when he rode Seabiscuit. He carefully rated 
his mount in the early stages of the 14%4-mile race 
and allowed Specify to take a long lead. Turning 
into the stretch he was 14 lengths behind the lead- 
er, but had judged the pace so shrewdly that Sea- 
biscut was able to come from behind and win. 

But when the opposite strategy was indicated, 
he was equally as capable. A notable instance of 
this was provided in the Pimlico Special of 1938, 
when only War Admiral and Seabiscuit faced the 
starter. Each horse was at his peak, and there 
had been much advance speculation as to how the 
race would be run. Woolf, on Seabiscuit, settled 
the question by getting his mount away so fast 
that “Seabiscuit could hardly stay under him,” 
as one commentator expressed it. The ’Biscuit 
won by four lengths, going away. 

Woolf rode Seabiscuit as a substitute for Red 
Pollard, who was laid up with a broken leg. Prior 
to the Special, the horses were scheduled to meet 
in the Massachusetts Handicap, and as part of the 
publicity buildup, Pollard was supposed to in-

struct Woolf, in a two-way radio broadcast the 
night before the race, as to the best method of 
handling the Howard horse. For years there had 
been a fierce but friendly feud between the two 
riders, usually manifested in exchanges of caustic 
remarks. When the microphone was shoved at 
Pollard, lying in a hospital bed at Boston, he 
couldn’t resist an opportunity to needle his absent 
pal, so when Woolf, at his end of the line, asked 
for advice, Pollard retorted: “Why, Georgie, boy, 
just ride your usual race. Get left at the post 
and louse everything up from then on.” As it 
turned out, Seabiscuit was scratched from the 
race, and didn’t meet War Admiral until the Spe- 
cial. 

Woolf rode Whirlaway in the Massachusetts 
Handicap of 1942, when the Calumet colt bettered 
Seabiscuit’s money-winning record of $437,730. 
After he dismounted, reporters asked him if 
Whirlaway was the greatest horse he ever rode. 
Woolf said: “Seabiscuit was the greatest horse I 
ever rode.” 

Woolf was born in Cardston, Alberta, Canada, 
in 1909, and began riding at small tracks in Can- 
ada and Montana. His first big victory was in 
the 1933 Agua Caliente Handicap on Gallant Sir. 
He won the Belmont Futurity three times in suc- 
cession and had a similar record in the American 
Derby, the Hollywood Gold Cup, and the Havre de 
Grace Handicap. He also won the Santa Anita 
Handicap, the Preakness, the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, the Arlington Handicap, the Lawrence 
Realization, the Hopeful, the Hollywood Derby, 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup, the Dixie Handicap, 
and many other famous races. The one important 
race in which he was consistently unsuccessful 
was the Kentucky Derby, in which he rode nine 
times. His best efforts in the Kentucky classic 
were seconds with Staretor in 1941 and Broad- 
cloth in 1944. Last year he finished in the ruck 
with Sea Swallow, a son of the Seabiscuit he ad- 
mired so greatly. But the “Iceman” preferred 
honesty to sentimentality, and when asked if he 
nad any explanation for the colt’s defeat, replied 
bluntly: “None in the world. He just isn’t a 
horse.” 

Despite his considerable success, Woolf accepted 
comparatively few mounts, preferring to ride 
when he pleased. He was not affected with an in- 
flated opinion of his own ability, however, and 
was quite willing to ride for poor horsemen as 
well as the richer ones, and rode as vigorously in 
claiming races as in stakes. In both 1942 and 
1944 he was the leading American money-winning 
jockey. His winnings in 1942 were $341,680 in 
23 stakes races, and in 1944 he won 14 stakes 
worth $338,135. Since 1928 he had ridden 3,784 
races, won 721, was 589 times second, and 468 
times third, for winnings of $2,856,125, and a 
winning ratio of .19. 

He was particularly famous for his strong fin- 
ishes but on one occasion objected to what he con- 
sidered an overemphasis on this phase of race 
riding: “Nuts. No jockey is a stronger finisher 
than another jockey. All you can do is try to get 
your horse where he ought to be in the stretch, 
clear of other horses. After that all you can do

> it was adopted on December 5, the 
Florida State Racing Commission’s Rule 47-C 
has been extremely unpopular with horsemen and 
other groups at Gulfstream Park, first track af- 
fected by it. The rule specifies, in essence, that 
horsemen shipping to a track and persons em- 
ployed by it with foreknowledge of its purses and 
policies are bound to abide by them, and failure 
to do so constitutes a violation of contract, for 
which the penalty is suspension. 

Horsemen decried it as a “no strike” rule and 
put it to a test on December 19 by “forgetting” 
to make entries for the races of the following day 
at the appointed time. A conference with track 
officials resulted in a purse increase, and no puni- 
tive action was taken by the racing commission. 
Once the purse increase was announced and the 
entries for December 20 reopened, the card filled 
quickly. 

Even though they had gained their immediate 
objective, however, the horsemen still objected to 
the rule in principle, and had as sympathetic by- 
standers the platers and blacksmiths operating 
at Gulfstream Park and the other two Florida 
tracks, Tropical Park and Hialeah Park. When 
the first audible protests reached the racing com- 
mission, January 2 was set as the date for an 
open hearing on the matter. Horsemen and 
grooms were represented at the meeting and so 
were the platers, whose spokesman was Harry 
(Red) Lockward. He told the commission that 
racing already had an adequate body of rules, 
and termed Rule 47-C an attempt to stifle public 
expression. Other representatives present were 
Judge Joseph H. Murphy, Major Thomas Mc- 
Creery, and Al Sabath, of the Horsemen’s Bene- 
volent and Protective Association; Pat Kelly, of 
the Jockeys’ Guild; and John McDowell, of the 
United Trainers Association. The meeting ad- 
journed with a statement by the commission that 
it wanted to study the testimony and the repre- 
sentations that had been made before giving a 
decision. 

As a catalyzer, perhaps, the platers, who be- 
longed to the Journeymen Farriers Union, a small, 
powerful American Federation of Labor affiliate, 
decided to “catch up with fishing and sightsee- 
ing” on January 3, day after the commission took 
the issue under study. They already had caused 
some uneasiness in various quarters by allegedly 
compiling a blacklist of trainers who had entered 
their horses for the racing of December 20 when 
a majority of horsemen were “forgetting” to 
enter. 

For one reason or another the commission did 
not long delay its decision: Rule 47-C would be 
suspended until June 30, it was announced on 
January 4, and meantime would be presented to 
the National Association of State Racing Com-

missioners at Los Angeles late in February for 
consideration. Illinois has had a similar rule for 
several years, but it has not yet been tested as 
in Florida. 

Chairman Charles F. Baldwin of the Florida 
commission said, after the rule had been sus- 
pended, that he had been impressed by the rea- 
soning of those who objected to it. The most im- 
portant argument against it, he added, was that 
it had been adopted without prior discussion with 
many groups interested in racing. 


In the meantime, the grooms at Gulfstream 
Park also had been dissatisfied with their scale 
of awards, and presented to President James 
Donn of the course a request that they be paid 
$10 instead of $5 for leading a horse to the pad- 
dock, and $20 instead of $15 for winners. The 
meeting was over in about five minutes. The 
grooms received the increases, and also a short 
sermon from Donn: “We must get our house in 
order, and eliminate this constant squabble which 
has been going on within our ranks. That is the 
only salvation of the sport that is your live- 
lihood.”

HE fact that Star Pilot, by the noted Elmen- 
dorf Farm stallion *Sickle, now dead, out of 
the stakes-winning *Bull Dog mare Floradora, 
was the leading money-winning 2-year-old of 
1945 was enough to give *Sickle the leadership on 
the list of sires of 2-year-old money-winners. Star 
Pilot won six of the 13 races credited to *Sickle. 
Second on the list was another dead sire, Stim- 
ulus, whose daughter Beaugay was unbeaten un- 
til her spactacular run-out and accident in the 
Futurity at Belmont Park. Third was the Cold- 
stream Stud stallion *Heliopolis, whose first full 
crop of 2-year-olds included three stakes winners, 
Athene, Marine Victory, and Hyperhelio—the 
largest number of stakes winners representing 
one stallion.

For leadership in point of number of 2-year-old 
winners during the season the very successful 
Calumet Farm stallion Bull Lea was tied with 
Louis B. Mayer’s *Beau Pere, which stands at 
the Mayer Farms at Perris, Calif.

*Heliopolis stood at the top, one race ahead of 
two imported sires, *“Beau Pere and C. V. Whit- 
ney’s *Mahmoud.

The precocity of *Beau Pere’s get has been a 
matter of amazement for horsemen. *Beau Pere 
is by Son-in-Law, a stamina strain not dis- 
tinguished for early maturity; he did his best 
racing in England at 1% miles; in New Zealand 
and Australia he got numerous high-class classic 
horses and distance runners; and he is a horse 
of massive frame, standing 17 hands at the with- 
ers. But in 1945 he put up a remarkable record 
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in that 14 of his 17 registered 2-year-olds (in- 
cluding one unnamed) were winners. (Six win- 
ners from 17 foals would have put him well above 
the average.) His only other 2-year-old starter 
was placed. 

Owing to the fact that race tracks were “dark” 
during the first four months of the year the num- 
ber of races for 2-year-olds was smaller than for 
many years. The amount of money distributed 
to winners was smaller than in 1944, but the aver- 
age first money per race was a new record. The 
comparative totals for recent years:

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New York: 
Bigger Than Ever 


ICTORY in Europe came on May 8, the ban 

on racing was lifted on May 9, the New 
York State Racing Commission met on May 10 
to allot dates, and Jamaica opened the season on 
May 21. That was a swift pace, and New York 
racing never slackened its stride thereafter. 

Rollin Brown, president of the New York State 
Tax Commission, remarked on Jamaica’s opening 
day that the State’s total revenue from racing, 
counting from 1940, when pari-mutuel betting 
was legalized in New York, through the 1945 sea- 
son, would reach $100,000,000. That meant he 
expected racing’s tax contribution in 1945 to 
amount to about $29,172,000. He was a rather 
accurate pulse-feeler, though his count was a bit 
slow and the actual return was $30,333,000, in 
round figures, which lifted the total to $101,161,- 
000, or an average of more than 16 million dol- 
lars a year for six years. Nobody laughed at 
him, as some had at State Senator John J. Dunni- 
gan, sponsor of the pari-mutuel legislation, when 
in 1939 he predicted that some day the State 
would derive as much as $10,000,000 annually 
from racing. 

Had there been someone around with an ear 
attuned to turnstiles, he would have been safe 
in predicting a new attendance record before 
the month ended, for on May 30, nine days after 
the resumption of racing, a crowd of 64,670 
showed up at Jamaica, which was 12,000-odd more 
than ever had jammed into Belmont Park, the 
previous record holder. 

The chronology of new records went some- 
thing like this: 


July 4—50,269 persons at Belmont Park set new 
record by betting $3,804,362 on seven-race pro- 
gram. 

September 22—New world record turnover of 
$5,016,745 at Belmont Park. 

September 27—New single race mutuel record of 
$763,127 at Belmont Park. 

October 20—New world record daily double pool 
of $251,682 at Jamaica. 

October 20—New mutuel record of $448,966 wag- 
ered on single entry. (Maine Chance Farm’s 
Lord Boswell and Star Pilot.) 

November 3—New mutuel record for seven-race 
program of $4,330,471 at Jamaica. 


There were 36 fewer days of racing in 1945 (154 
to 190) but in all other respects the season popped 
vest buttons all over the place. A total of 4,623,- 
123 persons turned out for the racing, an increase 
of 125,996 over 1944, and bet $450,663,190, a gain 
of $40,432,788, or 9.9 per cent. As noted, the 
State’s share from racing’s business amounted to 
$30,333 ,299.02, which was derived as follows: $27,- 
039,791.40, representing 60 per cent of the 10 
per cent commission taken from the pools, and 
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$2,101,740.24 from the breakage; $978,743.75 from 
admission taxes; $8,098 from license fees; and 
an estimated $204,925.63 from uncashed mutuel 
tickets. The Federal Government received ap- 
proximately $8,000,000 in taxes from racing. 


A new member appeared on the racing commis- 
sion in 1945. Following the resignation of Chair- 
man Herbert Bayard Swope on January 31, Com- 
missioner Ashley T. Cole, who had been appoint- 
ed in 1942, was named chairman, and William C. 
Langley was named to fill the vacancy left by 
Swope. Commissioner David Dows, a member 
since 1944, completed the group. The commis- 
sion’s functions were executed at a net cost to 
the State of $69,625, or one-fourth of one per 
cent of the revenue derived from racing. The 
commissioners serve without pay. 

By meetings, the attendance was: Jamaica, 
859,851; Belmont Park, 953,920; Aqueduct, 900,- 
403; Empire City, 873,626; Saratoga, 762,701; 
United Hunts, 61,584; Victory meeting, 211,028; 
total, 4,623,123. In 1944 the total was 4,497,127. 

The mutuel turnover: Jamaica, $76,807,822; 
Belmont Park, $99,432,138; Aqueduct, $84,047,- 
031; Empire City, $86,059,671; Saratoga, $74,- 
810,170; United Hunts, $6,105,198; Victory meet- 
ing, $23,401,160; total—$450,663,190. 

Jamaica and Belmont Park fell off in attend- 
ance from 1944, all the others gained; Jamaica 
fell off in mutuel handle, but the others gained. 

In the line of miscellaneous statistics, with 
which the New York commission reports are re- 
plete, the following items of interest are noted: 
Paid out in minus pools, $5,831.19; average daily 
public pool, $2,926,384; number of races run, 
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1,147; average public pool per race, $392,906; 
average bet per person per day, $97.48 ($91.22 
in 1944); average bet per person per race, $13.08 
($12.11 in 1944). 


War relief and other charities were supported 
handsomely by the New York tracks, as usual. 
Total contributions in 1945 were $1,577,930, 
bringing the total for the last four years to $5,- 
537,716. Proceeds from the eight-day charity 
meeting were $891,370; the remainder of char- 
ity’s receipts were given by the individual meet- 
ings, each of which donated one day’s proceeds. 


A graphic picture of the growth of racing in 
New York is provided by the following tabulation, 
based on daily averages by years:

Figuring the 1940 returns on a basis of 1.00, 
the gains in 1945 were: public pools, 5.02; at- 
tendance, 2.60; purse distribution, 2.27; State 
revenue, 5.78. 


In 1945 the mutuel play dropped below $2,000,- 
000 on only two of the 154 days; there were 104 
days over $2,000,000; 40 days over $3,000,000; 
and seven days over $4,000,000. There was one 
$5,000,000-day. 


How much did the racing associations make on 
this enormous business? Figures on the 1945 
season are not yet available, but the report gives 
the answer for 1944, which will show approxi- 
mately what happened in 1945. Commissions and 
breakage in 1944 amounted to $44,220,000. Gate 
receipts of $7,750,000 and concession and _ pro- 
gram receipts of $562,000 gave the associations 
a total gross of $52,532,000. They paid out $50,- 
149,000, or 95.46 per cent, leaving them with 
net profits of $2,383,000, or 4.54 per cent. The 
95.46 per cent paid out was broken down like 
this: 69.94 per cent was paid out in State and 
Federal taxes; 10 per cent was paid out in purses; 
payrolls accounted for 5.25 per cent; equipment 
rentals and contracted services used up 2.62 per 
cent; depreciation and amortization, 0.75 per 
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cent; maintenance, insurance, and so on, 3.17 per 
cent; contributions to charity, 3.73 per cent. It 
is expected that the figures for 1945 will closely 
approximate those of 1944. 


Purse distribution was on this basis: Jamaica, 
$792,395; Belmont Park, $1,374,820; Aqueduct, 
$962,745; Empire City, $926,015; Saratoga, $997,- 
120; United Hunts, $74,850; Victory meeting, 
$233,110; total—$5,351,055. In 1944 the total dis- 
tribution was $5,579,260, but the 1945 season was 
36 days shorter. The daily average distribution, 
as was shown above, was $5,228 above the 1944 
daily average. 


As of December 5, 1945, the total of uncashed 
mutuel tickets was $213,464.20. Based on the 
experience of other years, it was estimated that 
96 per cent of this would be unclaimed by April 
1, 1946, the deadline for cashing the tickets. This 
money goes to the State treasury. 


Breakage during 1945 amounted to $3,502,- 
900.39, of which the State received 60 per cent, 
or $2,101,740.24, and the tracks retained $1,401,- 
160.15. The commission repeated in its 1945 
report a recommendation it had made in other 
years: That mutuel pay-offs be figured to the 
penny, and that there be no breakage. At pres- 
ent the pay-offs break to the nickel. 


The commission also submitted figures show- 
ing that business at the race tracks increased 
after V-J Day, which it cited as proof that “de- 
fense slackers,” or absentees from war jobs, had 
not spent their idle time at the tracks. 


The commission’s official chemical laboratory 
analyzed 1,149 saliva samples, 185 urine samples, 
and three medicine samples taken at the New 
York running tracks. None of them was return- 
ed positive. Samples from Maryland and Michi- 
gan also were analyzed. Two Maryland samples 
were reported positive out of 936 tested, and the 
635 samples from Michigan all were reported 
negative. 


Leading money-winning horse on the New York 
tracks was Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Stymie, which 
earned $180,175. Leading 3-year-old was Walter 
M. Jefford’s Pavot ($72,795), and leading 2-year- 
old was the Maine Chance stable’s Star Pilot 
($127,395). Maine Chance also was the leading

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owner, with earnings of $318,060, from 36 wins 
in 91 starts. The leading trainer was Hirsch 
Jacobs, who for the ninth time in 11 years led 
the New York list. Stymie and others in his 
stable won 88 races in 415 starts, earned $439,315. 


Nine of the 270 trainers on the metropolitan 
tracks had perfect scores with favorites, but seven 
of them sent only one favorite to the.post. Roy 
Waldron saddled two, and L. J. Schaefer scored 
with three out of three. Among those who start- 
ed more favorites, Preston M. Burch led with a 
percentage of 57, when 12 of the 21 public 
choices he sent to the post won. J. F. Patterson, 
trainer for W. A. McPhee, scored with eight out 
of 16. 


For the third year in succession, Ted Atkinson 
was the most successful jockey, riding 186 win- 
ners which earned $735,635. On October 18 he 
won five cut of seven races at Jamaica, and had 
won the last two races on the preceding day. Only 
four riders were suspended during the season 
and of 10,844 horses running, only 12 were dis- 
qualified either for rough tactics by their riders 
or for actions beyond the control of the jockeys. 
Douglas Dodson won with 10 of 19 post-time 
favorites, for an average of 53 per cent in this 
category. 


The percentage of winning favorites in flat 
races was 35.06; 137 horses went to the post at 
less than even money, and of these 78 won, or 57 
per cent. In jumping races, the percentage of 
winning favorites was 46. 


Eleven dead heats were recorded by the finish 
camera, including one for first, three for second, 
five for third and two for fourth. The most un- 
usual of these was in the Helena Handicap on 
November 8, when a four-horse field produced 
dead heats for first and for third. 


A total of 240 horses were claimed in 1945. 
Three were taken for $10,000 each, three for 
$8,000 each, and three for $7,000. In 1944 the 
highest claiming price paid had been $7,500. Of 
the 240 horses claimed, one-third were taken for 
$5,000 or more. 


The short season and the fact that the courses 
at Aqueduct were closed for repairs during most 
of the year produced a drop in the amount of rac- 
ing through the field. All told, 72 steeplechase 
and hurdle races were run, drawing 573 starters. 
Sixty-eight horses failed to finish because of 
falls or lost riders, but in 31 races the full fields 
finished. Mercator, with earnings of $27,445, was 
the biggest winner. 


Four track records were established on the fiat 
and six were set in steeplechase and hurdle races. 
The oldest established record to fall was 1:10%5 
for six furlongs at Jamaica, reduced to 1:10% 
by C. V. Whitney’s 3-year-old filly Reece, carry- 
ing 108 pounds, on October 18. The previous mark 
had been set by King Saxon in 1935.

Saratoga Returns, 
and Down 


gd YORK, January 7 (From the New York 
State Racing Commission).—The most inter- 
esting part of the assignment of racing dates for 
the 1946 season, as announced by the New York 
State Racing Commission today, is the return of 
racing to Saratoga Springs for the first time since 
1942. The coming summer will see a four-week 
season at the historic upstate racing center, with 
all of the famous stakes run and the purses held 
to the level established during the war years 
when the Saratoga Association, in cooperation 
with Government restrictions on transportation, 
held its meetings on Long Island. 


This result has been made possible by coopera- 
tion between the office of Governor Dewey, the 
racing commission, and the five New York racing 
associations. Of prime importance was the main- 
tenance of the stake and purse levels so as to as- 
sure racing of the highest type for the return to 
Saratoga. To insure this, the associations sug- 
gested, and the racing commission concurred, that 
Saratoga have two weeks of racing on Long Is- 
land prior to the return for a four-week season. 
Dates were adjusted to make this possible, with 
the other associations agreeing to a shifting of 
some of their traditional time for racing and with 
the season extended to bring about this result. 


Ashley Trimble Cole, chairman of the racing 
commission, consulted frequently with the gover- 
nor’s office and found enthusiastic backing there 
for the plan, and the Saratoga Association has 
announced that all the regular stakes will be run 
at Saratoga and for the same purses as those 
raced for during the 1945 season on Long Island. 

Mayor Addison Mallery of Saratoga also has 
been consulted by Mr. Cole and his associates, 
David Dows and William C. Langley, and has as- 
sured the commission of that city’s readiness for 
a return of racing. The housing situation has 
been canvassed and plans are being made to take 
care of what are expected to be the biggest crowds 
in Saratoga’s history. 

The change in the values of the stakes and 
purses since the last running at Saratoga is dem- 
onstrated by comparative figures. In 1942, a 
total of $358,000 in stakes and purses was dis- 
tributed to the horsemen during the racing at 
Saratoga, while last season at Belmont Park the 
Saratoga meeting saw horsemen winning a total 
of $821,000. 

The season at Saratoga this year will be from 
August 5 through August 31, preceded by two 
weeks at Jamaica. The Metropolitan Jockey Club 
has turned over its race course facilities at a 
minimum in order to assure the Saratoga Associa- 
tion of the best possible return during this special 
meeting. None of the Saratoga stakes races will 
be contested during the two weeks on Long Island. 
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Last year’s war-shortened schedule had 154 
days, while the season of 1946 will have a total 
of 189 racing days, opening at Jamaica and con- 
tinuing through the following schedule, in accord- 
ance with approval granted to the applying asso- 
ciations by the Racing Commission:

The Record Sales 
At Newmarket 


But No Boom 


ONDON, December 16.—It was fortunate for 

vendors at the December Sales that the 
shadow of the unpopular American-Anglo Loan 
had not at the time spread over the Newmarket 
horizon. The general atmosphere during the five 
days over which the sales extended was one of 
optimism. Official figures are not available as I 
write, but the rough aggregate of 576,385 guineas 
(£605,204) for the 728 lots auctioned constituted a 
vecord; the previous record was established in 
1928, when 838 lots were disposed of for 478,427 
guineas (£502,348). 

The increase is more apparent than real inas- 
much as the purchasing power of the pound is 
considerably less than it was 17 years ago. The 
main fact, however, is that the return is higher 
by £61,596 than that of 1944 and that it exceeds 
the combined December totals for the years 1940- 
1943. Gross sales for the whole year 1928 (a 
record then) were in the region of £1,189,000; 
this year’s total exceeds £1,635,000. Yet I would 
hesitate to regard this as having been a boom 
year. How can you call it a boom year when the 
pound is internally depreciated, or at any rate 
when it will buy you less than half of what it did 
before the war? 

If it is possible, however, to reduce the subject 
of money to simple terms, it can only be said that 
the pound, for better or for worse, is still the 
pound to us; you must therefore accept the figures 
I have given as being a correct indication of how 
bloodstock stands in relation to other commodities. 
If this is correct, bloodstock prices have risen, but 
not out of proportion to those of every other com- 
modity, from saucepans or tables and chairs to 
Christmas cards. (The card I am sending to the 
editor cost eighteen pence; pre-war, it would have 
been about sixpence.) 

Certainly there have been boom symptoms dur- 
ing the last two years; examples are the 15,000 
guineas paid in December, 1944, for a 2-year-old 
filly and the 28,000 guineas paid for the yearling 
brother to Dante in September. But these were 
comparatively isolated cases. The sale just com- 
pleted was notable, in my opinion, for its steadi- 
ness. There was very little hysteria. All that 
happened was that buyers all round had to pay 
rather more than the rates to which they have 
recently become accustomed.

Miss Prior was bidding on behalf of Mr. Max 
Justes, of New York, who thus becomes the owner 
of the highest-priced foal ever sold at public auc- 
tion. The late Sir Abe Bailey bred a colt several 
years back—in the boom year of 1928—from 
Solario and Mont d’Or, by Orby, which was sold 
as a foal for 5,000 guineas. He was bought by 
the Aga Khan, who named him Khorsheed; he 
won back £119 of it.

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there will be no violent reaction, as there was in 
the years which followed 1928. 

There were only two major disposal sales. One 
was that of the late Edward Esmond, whose ex- 
ecutors sold a number of mares—some with fa- 
mous names but mostly well past their best—and 
foals. There remain still a number of younger 
mares, I understand, the property of the late 
breeder’s son-in-law, Baron de Waldner. By far 
the most important disposal, however, was that of 
Mrs. J. J. Maher, whose late husband bred so 
many famous horses at the Confey Stud. The 
widow had hoped to keep the stud intact for her 
nephew, Brigadier W. A. Shiel, but he unhappily 
was killed on, or just before, V-day. The 13 
mares and foals realized the (unchecked) total of 
46,810 guineas; they included, as already men- 
tioned, the 7,200 guinea Hyperion foal. 


Customers from Abroad 


HE sale attracted more visitors from overseas 

than any wartime sale, although I listened in 
vain for so much as a murmur in the homely 
strains of Kentucky or Maryland. There were, 
however, several visitors from the Continent, 
notably Baron Carl von Platen, of the Swedish 
Jockey Club (who, incidentally, paid 7,600 guin- 
eas for the 3-year-old Dastur colt in training, 
Darbhanga), the Conte Roger de Beauregard and 
his son-in-law, Count St. Croix, and Madame and 
Monsieur Jacques Guerlain, the Parisian perfume 
manufacturers. I also tried to make contact with 
a distinguished-looking gentleman in snow boots 
(wise man!) and a Cossack hat; unfortunately he 
did not understand my Kurdestan accent, nor, in 
fact, could he order himself a bun in the refresh- 
ment bar because the barmaid couldn’t speak 
Danish; however, he left the sale well satisfied. 

As you knew, ships are carrying bloodstock 
once again, and I was glad to hear from the Brit- 
ish Bloodstock Agency that they had been able to 
execute a fair number of their numerous com- 
missions. E. E. Coussell showed me Tattersall’s 
bill a few days after the sale; it came to £52,248. 
The Anglo-Irish Agency were very busy, too. 
The two firms between them bought horses for 
Argentina, Australia, Belgium, Brazil, France, 
India, Ireland, Spain, Sweden, U. 8S. A., and Vene- 
zuela. Five of the B. B. A.’s lots were for L. B. 
Mayer. Orsino, bought by the Anglo-Irish, was 
purchased privately for R. Ryan, at an undis- 
closed figure. Orsino, by Nearco—Angelus, is a 
rising 4-year-old which was raced by Miss Doro- 
thy Paget. 

There is to be an overflow sale, once again at 
Newmarket, in the middle of next month. Messrs. 
Tattersall’s are grappling with about 400 lots. 
These have not as yet reached the catalogue stage, 
but I gather that there will be a considerable ele- 
ment of horses in training. This is to be a two- 
day sale, which will mean that there will have to 
be some very fast bidding. Perhaps Gerald 


Deane, who has been ill, will be there this time 
to help the overworked Robert Needham and his 
two younger colleagues, Watt and Cherry. All 
members of the firm are swelling the profits of 
the sore-throat-cure manufacturers.

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The Leaders: 
Jessop and Lipiec 


URING the last two or three weeks of Decem- 

ber, one of the busiest figures around Gulf- 
stream Park was Jockey Job Dean Jessop, 19- 
year-old rider from Nibley, Utah, who had taken 
dead aim on Jockey Jack 
Westrope’s modern (since 
1908) American record of 
301 winners in a single 
year. Because of the rac- 
ing holiday which lopped 
four months off the sea- 
son, Jessop was at a de- 
cided disadvantage, but by 
mid-December he had rid- 
den 279 winners and was 
within mathematical strik- 
ing distance of the record 
—but the mathematics 
were much easier than the 
task. At the close of rac- 
ing on December 31, his 
score of 290 winning 
mounts was a dozen short 
of a new mark, but was 
sufficient to land him at 
the top of the jockey list 
for 1945 in the number of 
races won. 

Trainer Stanley Lipiec, 
another busy operator at 
Gulfstream, was not under 
so much pressure, because 
a month or so before the 
year was finished he had 
established himself as the 
leading trainer of 1945. 
With 127 winners for the 
season, he was well in 
front of Hirsch Jacobs, 
who was around the 100 
mark. Jacobs had been 
the leader in 11 of the last 
12 years, and in 1936 he 
established a record of 177 
winners. 


Both Jessop and Lipiec 
scored wins on the last 
day of the year. The 
young jockey rode Waver- 
ly in the third race for his 
only victory of the day, 
and Lipiee got his winner 


with Which Ace in the 
fifth. 
Jessop, who rode _ his 


first winner at Fairmount 
Park when he won with 
Air Actress on May 30,

1944, was ushered into race riding by the war. 
While visiting his older brother, Dell, a former 
jockey, at a Chicago track, he was pressed into 
service as an exercise boy because so many of the 
regular riders had gone into the armed services. 
It was his intention to return to high school 
in the fall of 1943, but instead he remained on 
the race track and decided to become a jockey. 
In 1944 he had 547 mounts and won with 97, for 
a winning percentage of .18. 

Most of his early riding was done at River

year and has been engaged by Frank Frankel, 
whose horses are trained by Sarge Swenke. 

Lipiec, a native of Canada, began working 
around race tracks when he was 14, and from a 
start as groom and exercise boy became a jockey 
and finally a trainer. The 30-year-old trainer 
began conditioning horses for the C. F. Wagner 
stable at New Orleans several years ago, and first 
was listed in the American Racing Manual among 
the trainers in 1942, when he saddled 50 winners. 
In 1943 he won only 15 races, but in 1944 he won 
62. That season he took over the one-horse stable 
of Mrs. Lottie Wolf, of Detroit. They began to 
claim horses, and not without success, for during 
the brief 20-day Gulfstream meeting-of last year 
they won 18 races. In 1945 they claimed more 
than 70 horses, and sometimes there have been as 
many as 40 head in the barn. Like Hirsch Jacobs, 
who has been phenomenally successful in claiming 
horses, Lipiec has improved many of his acquisi- 
tions, and is said to have refused $15,000 for the 
filly Shoutabout, which he claimed for Mrs. Wolf 
for $2,000. 

“Racing is the only business I know,” he states. 
“When I started to ride in Canada I weighed only 
82 pounds. I rode for six years, in Canada, Cuba, 
and Panama. Then I rubbed horses and did 
everything around the stable that had to be done. 
This experience helped considerably. I still rub 
my horses.” He still gallops them, too. 


Longden Leading Stakes Winner 


Jockey Johnny Longden led American riders 
during 1945 in point of money won in stakes and 
feature 1aces by winning 24 main events with 
purses amounting to $528,220, according to Daily 
Racing Form statistics. - He also led in total 
money won in all races, accounting for 180 win-

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SUSPENSIONS FOR BRIBERY 


OCKEY LUIS TORRES, 27, on January 3 was 

suspended for the remainder of the Gulf- 
stream Park meeting “for actions detrimental to 
the best interests of racing,” and his case re- 
ferred to the Florida State Racing Commission 
for further action, and John Sullivan, of Phila- 
delphia, was denied the privileges of the grounds 
for the rest of the meeting for attempted brib- 
ery and for conduct detrimental to racing. In 
addition to being barred from the race track, 
Sullivan was arrested by Capt. Stephen J. Ryder, 
head of the track police, and two deputy sheriffs, 
and arraigned before Broward County Judge B. 
H. Anderson on two charges of attempting to 
bribe jockeys. He was released under $6,000 
bond. No date has been set for his hearing. 

The rulings against Torres and Sullivan were 
signed by William Hamilton and M. C. Shea, 
Gulfstream Park stewards, and Hollis Rinehart, 
Jr., steward representing the racing commission. 
Shea said that Torres and Sullivan had attempted 
to bribe Trainer Ralph Bohn and Jockey W. 
Mann, but that the bribes had been turned down. 
Torres acted as “contact man” for Sullivan, it 
was charged. Bohn trains the horses of J. Ko- 
hout, Illinois owner, and Mann rides principally 
for O. C. Rasch. Shea said he knew of no other 
attempts to bribe jockeys or trainers. 

On the same day, Jockey Mike Basile was sus- 
pended for the balance of the meeting and his 
case referred to the Florida commission, but Shea

said Basile had been grounded for unsatisfactory 
riding and was not connected with the bribery 
case. 

Sullivan, a discharged service man, is said to 
have raced horses in Maryland and New Jersey 
in recent years.

MATT DAIGER RETIRES 


ATTHIAS L. (MATT) DAIGER, who was 

“borrowed” by the Maryland Jockey Club 
when it took over the Pimlico race course at Bal- 
timore in 1905 and never was “returned,” will re- 
tire on January 16 from his position as secretary 
and general manager of the organization. The 
veteran official, who will be 74 in March, has 
been connected with the 
Pimlico course since 
1898, when it was a 
trotting track, and be- 
came associated with 
the Maryland Jockey 
Club in 1905 as tem- 
porary secretary. He 
stayed on in that posi- 
tion much longer than 
he originally had ex- 
pected to, and became 
general manager in 
1926. 

Henry A. Parr III, 
Pimlico president, said 
the Maryland club 
would accept Daiger’s 
resignation with regret 
when it meets on Jan- 
uary 16, and added that 
he would remain as a 
director and also would 
serve the track in an advisory role. In the future 
his former duties will be performed by more 


M. L. DAIGER 
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than one person. Announcement as to the dispo- 
sition of the work will be made after January 
16. Besides remaining on the Pimlico directorate, 
Mr. Daiger will continue as president and general 
manager of the Maryland State Fair, which oper- 
ates the Timonium track near Baltimore. 


“Daiger has deserved retirement from the. 


great burdens at Pimlico for some time,” Parr 
explained, “but he stuck with us during the diffi- 
cult war years. ... Everyone in racing who knows 
him, and just about everyone does, knows how 
valuable he has been to the sport and how much 
he has contributed to it.” 

In his almost 50 years of association with rac- 
ing, Mr. Daiger is reputed to have made only one 
bet. In 1908 he bet $5 on a horse named Okus 
Pokus at the Bennings track near Washington 
and won $40. He was lectured by one of his 
friends on the impropriety of betting by track 
officials, and never wagered thereafter. 

During his years at Pimlico he became familiar 
with all phases of race track management and 
construction, and during meetings made a daily 
inspection of the racing strip; he judged track 
conditions not by holding a watch on horses as 
they worked out, but by listening to the drum of 
their hoofbeats.

A Man Armed With Authority 


Major Ednyfed Williams, chairman of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Commissioners, 
in an interview published in Collyer’s Eye, ap- 
proving the proposal of that paper “that a racing 
executive secretary be appointed to supervise the 
sport,” and suggesting Thomas R. Underwood, 
secretary-treasurer of the N. A. S. R. C. as a man 
well qualified for the job. The direct quotations 
attributed to Major Williams are given here: 


You are on the right track. A central author- 
ity, a man of influence and strong personality, is 
needed to supervise and lead the sport. Baseball 
does it. Football does it. Business does it. Rac- 
ing should do it, too. 

The office of this executive would be an up to 
date clearing house, a central office for all griev- 
ances, and a complete record library. 

A man with an outstanding name should have 
the job. A man of principle, whose decisions 
would be exemplary. He would of necessity be 
surrounded by capable advisers familiar with all 
of racing’s problems and be assisted by a top- 
notch press bureau. 

Immediate decisions could be given and proper 
attention focused on all cases. Approvals or dis- 
approvals, the question of broken rules, disquali- 
fications would be correct and current ard univer- 
sal. Racing colors, which incidentally are fast be- 
coming a tangled situation, would, of course, be 
left to the Jockey Club of New York to be cleared. 

Racing usually waits till it is attacked and 
then attempts to answer its critics. A press bu- 
reau would enable racing and its commissioner to 
give the answers to questions before they are 
raised. It would educate the public on racing. 

Working with the commissioner, the press bu- 
reau would be able to show the public the many 
contributions of racing to the improvement of the 
Thoroughbred breed, its charity contributions, 
and its production of revenues for the various 
states. 

The man with his own business to run cannot 
do it. A good horseman could not do the job and 
run his own horses, too. A man cannot afford 
to serve for nothing. 

A racing committee is definitely needed. An 
advisory committee composed of representatives 
of owners, trainers, jockeys, breeders, the press, 
the Thoroughbred Racing Association and any 
other units advisory in nature, headed up by an 
efficient and well known executive secretary, could 
accomplish wonders. This man should be someone 
with enough influence and authority to dictate 
pelicy with the advice of the various groups asso- 
ciated with him. 

Whoever is chosen, he should be a man well 
versed in racing practices and with the business 
end of the sport. He should have no financial in- 
terest in racing. He would departmentalize re- 
sponsibilities, and would be always on the spot 
and qualified to give a decision and armed with 
authority to enforce the decision. 
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In order for such a person to function properly 
he must have sufficient funds to carry on the work 
with efficiency. 


He would be able to send out rulings, committee 
actions, decisions, etc., by wire to all states within 
a 24-hour time period. He would have on hand a 
ecard index of all jockeys, trainers, horse owners 
and other necessary data for all tracks in all 
states. 


Cooperation in Policing 
Joe Williams in the New York World-Telegram : 


One of the absurdities of racing is that an un- 
desirable will be directed to cease operations in 
one state and yet he is socially acceptable in an- 
other, a practice which would seem to question the 
motives of the men who run the sport. Just how 
do they contribute to the honesty of racing by 
banishing a larceneous character from one state 
and okaying him in another? 

“That couldn’t happen under a national com- 
mission,” pointed out Combs [Leslie Combs II, 
chairman of the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion]. ‘And the only reason it can happen today 
is that the commissions don’t work hand in hand. 
As you know, it is a common practice, especially 
in the East, for a representative of a commission 
to advise a trainer or a jockey not to apply for a 
license. This is another way of telling the parties 
in question that the commission has something on 
them. So the next thing you know the trainer or 
jockey is operating in Kentucky or California, or 
some other place where the local authorities are 
ignorant of the fellow’s background. For some 
strange reason the commission which has devel- 
oped the evidence against the suspect does not 
share it with the other commissions. It is this 
peculiar condition which points up the need of a 
nation-wide agency.” 

A mild gentleman, Combs uses mild words in 
describing this as a peculiar condition. It is both 
astonishing and outrageous and as I say it makes 
you wonder whether the men who run racing are 
actually as concerned over its morals as they pre- 
tend to be. What on earth do they gain by with- 
holding evidence of crookedness from their fellow 
officials? 

A national police force such as Spencer Drayton 
has been delegated to organize, implemented by a 
national commission, would go a long way to cor- 
rect most of racing’s evils. The sport has grown 
so tremendously in the past 10 years as to make 
miserably inadequate the hit and miss efforts at 
supervision now in vogue. It is too big a job for 
individuals and sectional agencies. 

And this is as good a time as any to put ina 
kind word for some of the individuals who have 
been struggling against heavy odds to keep racing 
reasonably clean. Perhaps Marshall Cassidy, 
who heads the New York turf’s gestapo, is not the 
shrewdest operator in the business, but it is un- 
deniable he has given a difficult and ornery job 
his best wrestle. It is understandable, too, that 
he’d like to be relieved of that part of the job. 
All he seems to get out of it is abuse. And there 
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have been times when racing itself failed to back 
him up. 

This was notably true in the Don Meade case 
when Cassidy, through tapped wires, had the bad 
boy of the turf dead to rights and forced his dis- 
missal from Florida racing. I remember asking 
him at the time whether there was any chance 
Meade would be given a license to ride in New 
York later in the season. 

“Over my dead body,” he snapped. 

The next I heard of Meade he was galloping 
horses for Ed Bradley, and this was the tip-off 
that the old gambling man was in his corner and 
determined to use his influence to have the eccen- 
tric jockey reinstated. And, of course, you know 
what happened. Pretty soon Meade was back in 
action, and he didn’t get there over Cassidy’s dead 
body, either! 


Make the Owners Responsible 
Grantland Rice in the Baltimore Sun: 


Anyone who likes racing must be completely 
back of any effort to keep the sport as clean and 
as decent as possible. But this will take far more 
work, thought and support than too many men 
high in racing—track owners, horse owners, 
jockey clubs and racing commissions—have so 
far given. 

For example—this matter of doping horses. 
The blame now falls on the trainer. Why 
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shouldn’t the owner who hires the trainer be 
equally responsible in hiring not only an honest 
trainer, but also one alert enough to handle his 
stable? This would certainly steam up more pro- 
tection for all concerned. 

All this can be handled through a system that 
keeps a watchful control over each horse two or 
three hours before the race is run. It is almost 
impossible for an owner to know what his trainer 
is doing. It is almost equally impossible for many 
trainers to guard several stables at the same 
time. There is certainly a way to meet this situa- 
tion which neither owners, trainers nor state com- 
missions in many places have ever worked out.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 
Off and Running 


UDGED on the basis of money, which makes 
the mare—and the colts, geldings, fillies, and 

horses—go, the racing outlook for 1946 scarcely 
could be happier. The three tracks operating 
during the early days of the year enjoyed excel- 
lent patronage. Gulfstream Park in particular, 
which previously had got off on the wrong finan- 
cial foot so often that it appeared permanently 
crippled, gave every evidence of having staged 
a robust comeback, auguring well for the Hia- 
leah Park and Tropical Park meetings to follow 
in the same sector. 

In view of purse.increases which probably will 
draw better horses than otherwise might have 
competed at the track, it will not be surprising 
if the course at Hallandale has a million-dollar 
day before it closes on January 16. On Saturday, 
January 5, it had its best day, with a turnover 
of $977,571. The entire week was very success- 
ful, averaging $829,828 in the mutuels and 12,092 
et the turnstiles. Backstretch Joe, the alligator 
living in the centerfield, had no reason to feel 
lonely or ashamed. 

The weekly attendance at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds also reflected the holiday season, though 
not so glowingly as at Gulfstream, and Santa 
Anita Park went through its first full week of 
eperation quite creditably. Santa Anita aver- 
aged handling $2,004,802 over its five-day week, 
with an average estimated attendance of 32,460. 
The Fair Grounds average for six days was $232,- 
099 at the mutuels and 5,350 at the gate. Both 
the New Orleans and Hallandale tracks held their 
New Year’s Day programs in the morning to 
avoid conflict with football bowl games in the 
neighborhood. 

Financially, Gulfstream has been going along 
very well, but in its relations with the back- 
stretch the management has had its troubles. Part 
of the difficulty has been selved by purse in- 
creases and bigger awards to grooms, and Presi- 
dent James Donn hopes that the condition book 
for the last ten days of the 40-day meeting will 
leave everybody smiling. Beginning January 5, 
the daily purse distribution was raised to $21,350, 
highest in the track’s history and substantially 
above the level at the beginning of the meeting. 
One race daily is for $2,000, three are at $2,200, 
three at $2,500, and one at $3,000 or $3,500. The 
Sewanee Handicap was increased from $5,000 to 
$7,500, the Gulfstream Handicap which had been 
raised from $5,000 to $10,000, now is worth 
$15,000, and a new 1\4¢-mile event for 3-year-olds, 
to be called the Hallandale Handicap, has been 
added to the program. It will be worth $7,500. 

Jockey Job Dean Jessop, leading rider of 1945, 
rode four winners on January 2. Apprentice Lar- 
ney Hansman, who had been given a clean bill 
after an investigation concerning poor perform- 
ances by some of his mounts, responded with a 
triple on January 3. 

Santa Anita was saddened by the death of 
Jockey George Woolf, who had scored some of 
his greatest triumphs at that track. 
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Fred Parks, Manager 


On December 13 the stewards of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association announced 
the resignation of Fred H. Parks, racing secre- 
tary and handicapper for the organization since 
1939, with the explanation that he was to assume 
another racing post. President John B. Kelly 
of the Atlantic City Racing Association disclosed 
what the new post would be when on January 2 
he announced that Parks would be general man- 
ager of the track under construction in New 
Jersey. 

Now racing secretary at the Hipédromo de las 
Americas at Mexico City, Parks has been asso- 
ciated with the Turf for many years. After at- 
tending Johns Hopkins University and the Uni- 
versity of Maryland he began working at the 
Maryland half-mile tracks and eventually became 
a placing judge at Timonium, Cumberland, and 
Hagerstown. Later he worked in the racing sec- 
retaries’ offices at Pimlico, Laurel Park, Bowie, 
and Havre de Grace, and in 1932 became assistant 
to the late Frank J. Bryan, secretary and handi- 
capper for the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association. When Bryan died in 1939, he was 
succeeded by Parks. The new Atlantic City man- 
ager also has served as placing judge at the five 
New York tracks and is secretary of The Jockey 
Club’s Breeding Bureau.

Additional Churchill Increases 


Besides increasing the Kentucky Derby from 
$75,000 added to $100,000 added, Col. Matt J. 
Winn has raised other purses at the Louisville 
track. The Derby Trial, the Debutante, the Bash- 
ford Manor, the Kentucky Oaks, the Churchill 
Downs Handicap, and the Clark Handicap have 
been boosted from $5,000 to $10,000. 

Meanwhile, in anticipation of a record crowd 
for the Derby, to be run on May 4, several im- 
provements are being made, including the in- 
stallation of a totalizator and the addition of 
seating facilities to the club house.

The Prevailing Winds in England 


HAVE a very pleasant duty to perform this 

year, and that is to congratulate Lord Derby 
on once more being head of the list of breeders 
for the season. 

On previous occasions when I have done this I 
have called attention to the enormous influence 
that his stud has had upon the Turf, not only in 
this country but all over the world. The de- 
scendants of Phalaris have made history here and 
everywhere, and it is reasonably certain that the 
descendants of Hyperion will do likewise as time 
goes on. 

I am not one of those pessimists who immedi- 
ately see danger when there is cause for satisfac- 
tion, and I do not subscribe to the view that we 
are overloaded with the blood of either of these 
stallions. 

I remember well the time when exactly the same 
thing was said of St. Simon and his progeny, but 
after not so very many years we had not a single 
male line descendant of him in this country and 
had to impert one or two from France. 

But the blood of St. Simon, through its female 
lines, has made an imperishable mark in the pedi- 
grees of British Thoroughbreds, and I feel that 
the descendants of Phalaris and Hyperion will be 
of equal value in the history of the Turf. 

Lord Derby has, without doubt, the finest stud 
in the world, and he has built this up over many 
years by carefully thought-out matings. 

He has not been afraid of making experiments. 
For instance, he bred Herringbone and Borealis 
from unfashionable sires at a time when there 
were numerous breeders crying out that they 
could send their mares to no stallions worthy of 
these animals. 

When I say that Lord Derby has never minded 
experimenting, there is one thing he has never 
done, and that is to use anything but the purest 
of blood. You will not find in his stud even ani- 
mals that were admitted to the Stud Book for 
some reason or other in years gone by, but which 
would not be admitted now. 


Best Horses Must Be Kept 


AST year, when I spoke to you, I had a gloomy 

tale to tell as regards racing facilities. This 
year, I am glad to say, they have been definitely 
increased, and, what is of great importance Zone 
racing has been abolished. 

To all Thoroughbred breeders, for whom racing 
is the test, this makes a vast difference. We real- 
ized that there had to be zoning, but we are im- 
measurably relieved that it has come to an end. 
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Lord Rosebery's Views 


The accompanying text is the address of the 
Earl of Rosebery, president of the Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association in England, 
at the annual general meeting of the associa- 
tion, held last month. 


It is of general interest for its comments on 
the state of the Turf in post-war England. 
It is of special interest in America because 
of its indication that English breeders are 
not interested in discussing the recent Ameri- 
can suggestions that the so-called Jersey Act 
be rescinded. Lord Rosebery made no refer- 
ence to the subject, but pointedly revealed his 
opinion of the matter by his emphasis of 
“purity.” 

At the meeting the association reaffirmed 
its opposition to artificial insemination, in- 
dicated its approval of the action of the 
French Stud Book authorities, ignored the 
question of the Jersey Act. 
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Next year I hope and trust that there will be a 
considerable further increase in racing and the 
number of race courses available. When one re- 
flects that for years there has not been a race 
meeting in the whole of Lancashire or in the in- 
dustrial Midlands of England, one realizes how 
much the vast racing public in this country have 
been starved of their favorite enjoyment; but we 
have, at any rate, been promised the Derby at 
Epsom, the National at Liverpool, and, I believe, 
an Ascot meeting of at least three days. 

What is equally important is that the races at 
Ascot, and the conditions for the Derby at Epsom, 
are to be on pre-war lines. 

If you do not have rich races in this country 
you will not have prizes sufficient to keep the 
good horses here. Our export trade is a great 
thing to foster, and at the present moment Thor- 
oughbreds are in demand, and if the government 
gives shipping facilities, will be in increasing de- 
mand; but we must, as far as possible keep our 
best horses and mares in this country to perpetu- 
ate the high standard of the breed. 

We have been promised some more money to- 
wards these racing prizes from the Tote, and in 
the meantime I trust that the boom will last long 
enough to carry us over the interim period. 

Perhaps it would not be out of place if I said 
something about the tote. 

There is a fundamental difference between the 
tote on the race courses and the tote elsewhere— 
at dog races, ete. In these latter places the tote 
is run for the profit of the company, but in horse- 
racing the tote is a statutory body, whose chair- 
man is nominated by the Home Secretary, and 
whose committee, with the exception of the chair- 
man, is unpaid, and.which keeps no profits of any 
kind for itself. 

All its ultimate profits, after paying expenses, 
taxation, etc., go to the benefit of racing, which in-

Yankee Handicap he raced through the slop-

which included SIROCCO, DIT, PICTOR, ete. 

Another noteworthy effort was that in the Kent Handicap where in a field of eleven he 
finished second to that good three-year-old, ANDY K., while behind him were GRAMPS, GAL- 
LAHADION, the Kentucky Derby winner, and others. 


In the Massachusetts Handicap he led three of America’s outstanding handicap horses to 
the head of the stretch of the mile and one furlong gallop, where he tired, and was passed by 


Eight Thirty, Hash and Challedon. } 
Pass Out set a new track record at Delaware Park, running a mile and seventy yards in 
1:43.

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cludes racegoers, and a certain amount to horse 
breeding societies and certain charities. 

The Board has had enormous expenses to start 
with, as is natural with all big undertakings of 
this kind. The debts incurred are being gradually 
reduced, and we may soon hope for better times; 
but the money then available will not, I presume, 
be used—at any rate, for some time—entirely for 
helping owners of horses. The public are the first 
to be considered. 

There have been many race courses bombed, 
and in some cases destroyed, not only by enemy 
action but by the use they have been put to when 
requisitioned. I am not now a member of the 
Tote Board, and speak with no authority of that 
kind, but I should imagine that sympathy and 
help will be extended to those race courses by the 
Tote Board. 

I mentioned the boom period just now. I don’t 
know how long this is going to last—I hope longer 
than it did after the last war. 

In the meantime, prices are up; but there are 
other reasons besides that. All members of our 
Association know that we had to diminish our 
studs by at least 40 per cent by direction of the 
Ministry of Agriculture as the consequence of the 
ploughing up of land and the shortage of feeding 
stuffs. 

Now breeders have to buy to replenish their 
studs. The prices are also reinforced by people 
wanting our blood all over the world. They are 
right to want it because it is the best. 

It all causes a healthy competition, which is 
good for the breeders, but better for the govern- 
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ment, because the breeders have to pay taxation 
under Schedule D, which leaves very little, and 
the government also gets the advantage of money 
which flows into this country to pay for foreign 
purchases. 


Danger of Insemination 


E have on our agenda two important items. 

One is the subject of artificial insemination. 
This has been revived by a recent government 
bill, but it was discussed here some time ago when 
the conclusion we came to was that insemination 
for Thoroughbreds could only be used for the 
benefit of the mare, and not for the horse; in 
other words that everyone who had paid a fee 
for the service of a stallion was entitled to have 
that particular service for that particular mare. 

This is not only common sense, but anything 
else would be a catastrophe. Suppose bottles of 
Hyperion or Fairway extract were disseminated 
all over the world; with hundreds and hundreds 
of mares in foal to these two horses, in the course 
of a year or two your breed would be so inbred 
that it would deteriorate beyond all imagination. 

Moreover, however careful you might be, it 
would never be 100 per cent certain that what was 
sold was really the product of that particular 
animal. 

I have reason to believe that they hold the 
same views about insemination in Australia that 
we do here. 

The other item is the question of the French

tion. I received a letter from the President of 
the Thoroughbred Breeders Syndicate of France, 
which set out the following resolution, passed by 
the Thoroughbred Breeders Syndicate of France: 


All horses exported from France to Ger- 
many or Hungary since June 10, 1940, as well 
as the produce of these animals, are with- 
drawn from the French Stud Book and are 
disqualified from running on any race course 
in France. Only those exported horses can be 
reinstated whose re-entry will be requested 
by the original owners or their heirs, and 
those horses foaled in Germany or Hungary, 
descendants of those exported from France, 
which will be accepted by the Committee of 
the French Stud Book. The extension of this 
ruling will be asked of the Directors of the 
Stud Books of the United States and of Great 
Britain. 

You will note that I have—as I was sure you 
would wish me to do—expressed to the President 
our deepest sympathy with them in all their 
troubles.
